Saturday evening the train wiP 
return to Lethbridge for repairs and 
will be in Raymond on the return 
t ip at 10:30 p.m. and will arrive In 
Raymond Sunday evening from Leth 
bridge at approximately 8:25 pm 

The train Is a gas-electric unit 
similar to the one running the Coutts 
Lethbridge line. Half of the engine 
unit is used for baggage and express 
and will pull one passenger coach. 

With Raymond situated as it is 
with uncertain road conditions dur¬ 
ing stormy weather, the daily train 
service will mean dependable serv¬ 
ice to and from Lethbridge and it 
is to b iioped that the people of this 
south district will patronize this 
service that it will be permanent. 
And f the daily service becomes a 
prmanent thing then we hope also 
that they can haul the mail which 
moie than anything else means so 
much to the people and businesses 
In this district.

Will Get Licenses

Licensed motor car drivers in Al¬ 
berta this year may reach a total of 
200,000 according to information re¬ 
ceived by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association. 

Already the provincial secretary's 
department has issued 161,000, com¬ 
pared with 150,000 in the same per¬ 
iod of last year. The total for the 
license year that ended March 31 
lust was 101,192. 

Car registration for the current 
year are expected to reach the re¬ 
cord total of 110,000. For the three 
months ended June SO the total was 
101500 compared with 92771 for the 
same period of last year. For the 
whole of last year the total was 104 
350.

Honor Member 
Who Is Leaving 


Ottawa To elect a new leader 
of the Liberal Party, and to build 
a new party platform, 1299 dele¬ 
gates with 840 alternates will come 
nere from all over Canada for the 
third national Liberal convention 
to be held August 5-7. 

The delegates who vote on ques¬ 
tions put to the floor will, in a 
sense, represent t he twelve millions 
of people of the Dominion. The 
delegation which will vote will 
comprise all Liberal M.P.'s and 
men and women who were Liberal 
candidates of the last federal elec¬ 
tion. There will he 735 delegates 
proper from the constituencies in 
the nine provinces, and 735 alter¬ 
nates. The .Senate will be repre¬ 
sented by 62; provincial represen¬ 
tatives will total 140; there will he 
12 national and provincial Liberal 
association presidents. Represen¬ 
tation of provincial Liberal associa¬ 
tions will be impressive. There will 
be 27 from women's associations; 
27 from young Liberal associations; 
61 from university Liberal dubs. 

Public and party interest, of 
course, will center upon selection 
of the man who will follow Rt. 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King as 
Leader of the Liberal Party and 
as next Prime Minister of Canada. 
That election will he an out-in-the- 
open affair. Nominations will be 
thrown open and there will bo no 
restriction as to the number of 
people who may be proposed and 
seconded for the balloting. The 
balloting itself will take place on 
the last day of the convention and 
will be accompanied by every 
known device to insure that the 
votes truly express the free will of 
the delegates. The ballot forms 
were printed two weeks ago; and 
upon their arrival were stored in 
a safety vault by a group of ofli- 
cials of the National Convention 
Committee. Just before the ballot¬ 
ing is due at the convention, these 
ballots will be taken from the vault 
—again by several officials of the 
Convention Committee—and

Did you ever rounder the fact 
that a ten pound fleece may contain 
as low as three pounds of clean wool 
or as high as seven? The remaind* 

Is made up ol 
burrs, tags. 


or called shrinkage 
moisture, gioaso, dirt 
and other impurities. The proportion 
of dean wool in the fleece deter min* 
es the grease price of the wool so It 
can readily he seen that tills piopoit 
Ion of dean wool can mean the cliff 
erenee between profit and loss. 
Shrinkage studies carried out at the 
Experimental Station. Lethbridge in- 
dleate that Impurities in the fleece, 
account lor 30 to 70 per cent of the 
grease weight. 

1 liese impurities should be kept at 
a minimum because the price of 
wool is based on the dean yie’d, yet 
the freight charges are assessed on 
the total weight. Consequently, the 
grower pays freight on these Impur¬ 
ities and receives no return for It. 

The successful wool grower must 
be an efficient and economical pro 
din er. This means that the maximum 
amount of clean wool must be pro¬ 
duced from each sheep, and every 
chance for increasing the yield 
must be used advantageously. The 
first opportunity to increase product¬ 
ion occurs when the replacement 
ewes aie selected. Every effort 
should be made to select those that 
are the heaviest wool producers. 

The amount of clean wopl is even 
more Important in the selection of 
breeding rams, since each ram will 
have many progeny and vyill exert 
a major influence on the future wool 
producing ability of the flock. A 
simple method of determining which 
of the rams produce the greatest 
amount of clean wool may |>e employ¬ 
ed at shearing time. A small sample 
weighing approximately ofie pound, 
may be taken from the fleece, scour¬ 
ed. and the shrinkage determined. 
1 hus, the yield of dean wool In the

unless damage exceeds $100 you get 
nothing. There are certain advant¬ 
ages In that, it makes people mote 
careful A damage up to $100 is not 
a serious one and the Insured may 
very well cary his own risk to that 
i amount. 

Now my friend suggests that health 
insurance be issued on the same bas¬ 
is. The thing that knocks a man out 
so far as health is concerned is a 
’ong continue dillness. He may have 
a limited spell of illness in which 
the bill amounts to $10 Oor ess. It 
is not a serious matter. Serious diff¬ 
iculty comes from long continued 
illness running into weeks and 
months with bills which tie a per¬ 
son up for life. Here is the risk 
which calls for insurance. It would 
be interesting to see the difference 
in costs between a general policy 
which covered everything and one 
on the basis of “$100 deductable.” 

The dispute in regard to railway 
wage rates was settled by agreement. 
The railway unions had the power 
to strangle the economic life of Can¬ 
ada. Would the settlement have been 


the same if it were purely a matter 
of justice by the power of organiz¬ 
ed labor? 

The reason advanced for the in- 
•rease were whoPy invalid. Imagine 
the claim that Canadian railwaymen 
should have American railway rates. 
Then so should Canadian farmers 
and all other workers. The cost to 
Canada of this increase would be 
terrific. In the long run the present 
Increase will prove a costly busin¬ 
ess to the railway workers. Unfort¬ 
unately they do not know the harm 
they have done. They will find out 
later they have a greater interest 
in the welfare of the nation than 
they think they have. They have 
made a long stride towards the next 
depression. One cannot help feeling 
sorry for them. 

Attorney General Blackwell of the 
Province of Ontario has resigned 
from his position. He feels that priv- 
It la far better that he should do 
ate practice will be more profitab'e 
this than that he should lobby for an 
increase. The suggestion, in some 
quarters, is that this constitutes a 
danger to the Province and tha an 
effor should be made to increase 
the compensation of those who serve 
the nation and thsu ensure their re¬ 
tention in government service. I 
know nothing whatever of the capac¬ 
ity of Mr. Blackwell. That is not 
the issue. There may be many other 
men of the same political faith who 
could serve equally well. Besides 
a good lawyer in private practise 
probably renders a service to the 
nation as important as he would ren 
der in serving his province. 

1 question whether an increase in 
the compensation of cabinet minist¬ 
ers in federal or provincial fields 
would draw better men into that part 
icuular task. If it succeeded in doing 
so there would he a loss to the nat¬ 
ion as a whole through withdrawing 
these men from private business 
nd putting them into government 
obs. Men will accept political pos- 
Iions if they believe that there is a 
distinct honor in serving the nation 
‘stead of servng heir own clients.
